Resolved, That in ail legislation we will con¬ 
sider the just interest of the city only, and 
that the aiding and abetting of any contrac¬ 
tor or office holder, or seeker in his interest 
as opposed to that of the city, shall be looked 
upon as'Tingism,” and by that we mean to 
des gnate those parties opposed to us as 
“rlntsters,” and we expressly disclaim any 
intention of using tills term In any other than 
in an offensive and opprobrious sense, we 
simply adopt the term for the purpose of 
designating the line between honest legisla¬ 
tion and defrauding the taxpayers. 

Second, we regard any future increase of the 
city debt as a calamity, and to be vigorously 
avoided except so far as may be indispensably 
necessary In the present emergency, and we 
deem it the duty of Councils to work for all 
means consistent with natural justice 
between debtor and credilor to obtain a fair 
reduction of the rate of interest. 

Third, We pledge ourselves to favor and 
promote general and uniform laws for the 
city government and the assessment and col¬ 
lection of taxes in the most efflcieot and least 
expensive method, and with severe penalties 
for disregard or neglect of official duly. ' 

Fourth, The city’s present and prospective 
ffnanciai condition demands a system of the 
most thorough and radical retrenchment of , 


expenditures; and we pledge ourselves 
support and promote such system by all 
possible means, among which should be the 
abolition of every office, or board, or commis¬ 
sion, or department not absolutely indispen¬ 
sable to city government, and the discharge 
of every officia) ard employe that can be

Fifth, We pledge ourselves to promote no 
private interests at the city’s expense, and to 
recognize no claims to office, or emoluments 
founded on political party service. 

Sixth. We hold that the Chairman should 
ignore all parties and should appoint his 
committee’s with reference to the ability and 
knowledge of the members in relation to the 
special matters of which the committee may 
have cognizance, and that no committee 
should withhold or delay any matters sub-- 
milted to it, because its party, or a majority 
of its members are opposed to it, and want to 
smother it; and we strenuously oppose a 1 
such practices. 

Seventh. That weshall advocate the passage 
of a law making all the general offices of the 
city elective by the people.

We hold that the Chairman should 
ignore all parties and should appoint his 
committee’s with reference to the ability and 
knowledge of the members in relation to the 


special matters of which the committee may 
have cognizance, and that no committee 
should withhold or delay any matters sub¬ 
mitted to it, because its party, or a majority 
of its members are opposed to it, and want lo

Gentlemen: I beg leave to call the atten* 
tion ofCoaucits to the following statement: 
Having heard rumors that Assistant Assessor 
Weuke was not occupied at his official duties - 
to the time sworn to heretofore, I thought It 
proper, in his case, to depart from the usual 
form of oath administered. He had caused 
this usual form to made out. reciting that 
he had served Iwenly-Ave days as Assistant 
Assessor during the month of July of the 
present year. When put under oath and 
questioned, he stated that he had been em¬ 
ployed twenty-Ave days during tiie month of 
July, 1879, on some days not more than twoor 
three hours, other days full time. Some days 
put in six or eight hours, some not so much. 
As the Act of Assembly provides that the 
Assistant Assessor shall be paid by the day, 
and as Mr. Wenke appears by his oath to 
have served on some days only two hours, I 
have thought proper to refer the matter to 
Councils for their consideration. On the 
same occasion above alluded to the pay roll 
for July of the clerks In the Assessor’s office 
was presented for probate by Chief Assessor 
Fulton and Assistant Assessor Wenke. Pre¬ 
vious to administering the oath to these par¬ 
ties I warned them that while Wm. Wenke— 
a son of Assistant Assessor Wenke—was put 
down for twenty-six days, I had information 
that he nad been absent from the city for sev¬ 
eral days on a visit to New York. Mr. 
Wenke, Sr., denied that he had been absent 
from duty, asserting that though he left the 
city on Saturday, he was back on Monday 
morning Notwithstanding my warning, 
which I thought should have been sufficient 
to cause more careful scutluy, the pay roll 
was sworn to by the Chief and Assistant As¬ 
sessors. Not having sufficient conAdence in 
the sworn statement made as to the correct¬ 
ness of the pay roll, I Interrogated Mr. 
Wenke, Jr., when be called for a warrant, 
and having put him under oath he stated 
that he had served twenty-one days, and not 
twenty-six days, as called for in the pay roll. 
Omitting all comment, on the value of pro¬ 


bates under such circumstances, and looking 
only to the fact that persons may thus obtain 
pay for services they do not perform, while 
the men who pay these wages are wearing 
their lives away over the anvil or in front of 
the furnace, it would seem as though we were 
gradually changing from a government of the 
people, by the people, and for the people, to 
a government of the oAiceholder, by the 
officeholder, and for the officeholder.

Gentlemen— A resolution was laid before 
your honorable bodies at your last meeiing 
providing for the payment of over $10,000 lo 
the Eureka Hose Company, for hose. The 
said company, in their proposals, offered to 
guarantee the hose for a period of seven years 
against the wear and tear of the fire depart¬ 
ment. This bill was before the Fire Com¬ 
mission for payment, on the 13tU day of 
August lost. At that time one member of the 
board (Wm. B. Hsys, Jr.,) objected ui on the 
ground that the manufaclurers had not com¬ 
plied with their offer, wlilch had been ac¬ 
cepted, to wit, had not filed a guarantee bond. 
In reply the agent of the company {R. C, 
KlllotL) said “ they could not expect it now 
when the hose had been delivered,” and lo a 
more direct question propounded by a mem¬ 
ber of the board, asking if he would furnish 
the bond, he .said : “No, I will not file a bond!” 
The merits of this matter are confined within 
a narrow space. In the face of an oiler to 
them at ninety cents per foot ofhose equal, at 


least in quality, to that of the Eureka Com¬ 
pany, the fire department chose to accept the 
offer of latter at one dollar and ten cents per 
foot, delivered, with a guarantee against tlie 
wearand tear of the lire department for seven 
years. It should be added here that the same 
quality of Eureka tiose is sold in other cities 
at ninety cetits. While the a/enf. of the com¬ 
pany was urging payment of the bill, and the 
company was refusing, on theallegationst hat 
the hose had been already delivered, 'o com¬ 
ply with tlielr own offer (an offer made a part 
of the contract through its acceptance by tl»e 
fire department) it was yet a fact that all the 
hose had not been then delivered, and was 
not so delivered (ill the day after tlie depart¬ 
ment had ordered payment of the bin. An 
examination of this matter will show: 

1. That one of thecondltions of the|bargain, 
a guarantee bond has not been given. 

2. That a positive refusal to give the bond 
was made before all the hose had been de¬ 
livered. 

3. That they (the Eureka Company) are 
bound as a matter of law, to oomph with 
every and all of the condlilons of tiielr pro¬ 
posal before they are entitled lo any money. 

4. That they are not entitled to any money 
from the city until tlje | roposals or contract 
have been approved by the Councils and 
signea by the Mayor. 

5. That this must be done by a two-t hird 
vote of the members of each branch of Coun¬ 
cils upon R call of the yeas and nays. 

In concliTslon, permit me to say that the 
collusion between the Eureka Hose Company 
and the officers of the fire department is so 
transparent timt it should meet with prompt 
and exemplary condemnation.

Dear Sib,—A t a meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the Chamber of Commerce held 
this day, the Special Committee to whom was 
referred the subject of the city water supply, 
made the following report, which was unani¬ 
mously adopted. 

President and Directors of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce : 

Your committee appointed to examine into 
and report on the subject of the insufficient 
supply of water by the City Water Works, 
beg leave to submit: 

That In view of the enormous expenditure 
incurred, they recommend that we urge upon 
the Water Committee the imporiance of hav¬ 
ing the present engines completed, and the 
necessary conneclions made at the earliest 
possible date, in order that the city may be 
fully supplied with water, and the present 
engineering expenses be determined and 
cease at the end of the present fiscal year. 

Your committee recommend this, so that 
the present eugines, a.s completed, may pass 
into the hands and under the control ol the 
Water Works Superfntendant, to be tested 
and operated by him In the inlerpst of the 
city, and with a view of obtaining from them 
the best possible results. Yonr comrhittee 
can discover no other way in which the con¬ 
test between the friends and enemies of the 
present engines can be determined. 

Your committee respectfully suggest that 
the attention ol the Water Committee be 
called to the danger of an excessive pressure 
upon the Old City Water Mains and house 
fittings. Also, to the great damage which 
will be done to the streets when, through 
any defect, a break should occur In the mains 
conveying water under such high pressure. 

Also, to the fact, that under such high pres¬ 
sure every leak In housefiltlogs and hydrants 
is excessive, and great waste of water neces¬ 
sarily results, for which the citizens are not 
to blame. Also, to the fact, that the pressure 
as contemplated in the Shady Side section 
will be excessive, and any damage to the 
streets In that district caused by the rupture 
of street mains, will necessarily be especially 
destruerWe to the wooden pavementB. 

Your committee are not fully assured In 
tbeir own minds, that such questions are 
proper subjects for consideration by this 
Uhamber^ bot in compliance with your in¬ 
structions we submit these suggestions, and 
submit them as tax payers in view of the 







fact that any excess of expenditures in city 
government necessarily reacts upon the busi¬ 
ness interest in retarding and discouraging 
new enterprises.

Gentlemen —Your Committee, to whom 
was referred the communication of the City 
Controller In regard to the July pay-roll of 
the clerks to the Board of Assessors, have liad 
the matter under consideration at several 
meetings and have all the testimony that 
could be obtained in relation to the charges 
made and after a careful and deli berate weigh¬ 
ing of the evidence would most respectfully 
report, 

That in their opinion the charges made 
therein were substantially proven. While the 
facts, as represented in the Controller’s report, 
existed, we are not prepared to pass judg¬ 
ment adversely on the parties whose duty it 
was and Is to probate the pay-roll of the As¬ 
sessor’s office; they may have erred Inatech* 
uical sense, but we do not believe that any 
wrong was intended or contemplated. The 
question that arises in our minds, Is the jus¬ 
tice or equity that would compel clerks iu 
any department of the City government, who 
are employed by the month, and who are ex¬ 
pected to do any or all work, no matter how 
many hours are required to perform said 
duties, to be allowed no time or vacation 
during the entire year unless at their own 
loss. WethinkeverymemberofCouncil will 
agree, that in every department of business 
as well as in all departments of the general 
and state government, all employees are al¬ 
lowed leave of absence in certain cases, and 
we fail to see why the employees of the City 
of Pittsburgh should be the exception. In 
view of the possible recurrence Of like ques¬ 
tions we ibink it would be well that some 
settled rule be adopted granting leave of ab¬ 
sence to employees for a specitlod time In each 
year and tlmt the heads of the several depart¬ 
ments have the right only to excuse employ¬ 
ees for the stated time and report all cases to 
the City Controller. By the adoption of such 
a rule no sue!) errors of judgment can possibly 
occur and the city will have a positive uuder- 
staudlng what service it has a right to demand 
of its employees. 

And being satisfied from the evidence that 
"Win. Wenke, Jr., although absent from duty 
for four working days during July, had been 
employed in the perf>>rmance of his official 
duties in excess of the regular office hours for 
more than that lime for which he had received 
no compensation we would recommend that 
the pay-roll be approved and paid as it is 
made out. 

In closing our report we would recommend 
that hereafter tiie Board of Assessors make 
out tiie pay-rolls in accordance with the ordi¬ 
nance, viz, by the month, noting on each pay¬ 
roll the time each clerk has been absent, and 
not as has been the case by the day.

To the President and Members of the Select and 
Common Councils, Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen Having differed funda¬ 
mentally from the majority of the Committee, 
to whom was referred the pay-roll of the As¬ 
sessors’ office for the montn of July, 1879, lam 
compelled to make a report disagreeing with 
them. 

I do not propose to make any argument, 
believing a statement of the sworn testimony 


bearing on the case the most cogent that can 
be offered. 

The rules of the Assessors’ office in relation 
to the pay-roll will be found distinctly stated 
in the sworn testimony of Assistant Assessor 
Larkin, and nothing contrary was ever heard 
ofuntil after the charge was made, that As¬ 
sistant Assessor Wenke had made a false 
statement in reference to the time of his son 
on the Assessors’ pay-roll, and affirmed that 
statement by hls bath. Then it was, that 
after the manner of the Cuttle flsh, when at¬ 
tacked it dlscimrges from its body foul matter 
that discolors the water and enables it to 
make its escape, thus, in this case, it has been 
sought to divert from ihe'true issue and raise 
a cloud of false ones to blind and deceive. 

In answer to a question propounded by the 
Controller, Mr. Larkin stated that “There 
was this, we sent the pay-rolls, I think, about 
the last holidays* I think it was about the 
payment for the holidays, and I think you, 
(the Controller) asked, whether if the Clerks 
were paid for the holidays would you (the 
Assessors) ask for pay for overtime. I think, 
Mr. Wenke and Mr. Seely were in the office 
and agreed that we would not ask pay for 
overtime and we then went and probated the 
pay-roll. 

’’Questions by Mr. Denniston ^Does this 
Board consist of a Chief Assessor and two As¬ 
sistants ? 

Answer by Assistant Assessor Larkin—Yes, 
sir. 

ejuestion—Does the decision of two mem¬ 
bers of the Board stand as tiie decision of the 
Board 7 

Answer—Yes, sir.” 

‘‘(Questions by Mr. French—The overtime 
you speak of was during the time of Mr. Seely? 
Answer—Yea, sir. 

Question—Was there any talk about over* 
time during Fulton’s term of office 7 
Answersir, not that 1 know of. 
Question—You say, that Clerks have always 
been docked? 

Answer—Yes, sir, that has been always the 
practice. 

Question—Do you know of any Clerks, who 
were absent on pleasure 7 
Answer—1 think there were two, but they 
were docked.” 

The action of the full Board, and their prac¬ 
tice uninterruptedly since, is shown by this 
testimoiw to be 

First—That no overtime was allowed and in 
lieu of overtime there was no deduction for 
legal holidays. 

Second—That for absence from dnty on 
other than legal holidays the Clerks were 
docked. 

This was the condition of affairs, when on 
the first day of August, 1879, (’hlef Assessor 
Pulton And As.sistant Assessor irenA:e present¬ 
ed themselves in the Controller’s office to 
swear to the pay-roll for July, 1879. On this 
pay-roll a son of Mr. Wenke was credited with 
having worked twenty-six days in July, and 
which Mr. Wenke after having been warned 
speciflcally with reference to the time affixed 
to hls son’s name took hls oath affirming the 
same. What preceeded this Is best told lathe 
testimony of Mr. Fulton. 

’’Question by Controller—Did Mr. Wenke 
say or did he not say that Wm. Wenke went 
away on S(Uurday evening and came back on 
Monday morning and lost no time? 

Answer by Assessor Fulton—To the best of 
my knowledge that was the answer that he 
made.” 

That Mr. Wenke swore to what he knew 
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was not true Is proved by the testimony of 
Wm. Boyle, Jr , as follows: 

“Question—Were you in company with Wm. 
Werike at any time away from the city of 
Pittsburgh during the mouth of July last? 

Answer—Yes, sir. 

Question—Wnen did you leave Pittsburgh? 

Answer—On the evening of the tlrst. 

Question—What day was that? 

Answer— 

Question—How long were you in his com¬ 
pany away from the city ? 

Answer—Until the 8th.” 

AS there are but thirty-one days In July, 
Wm. Weuke could not, in view of this testi¬ 
mony have worked for the city twenty-six 
days; this his father, with whom he Uvea, 
must have known. 

Having shown by unlmpeaehable testi¬ 
mony that Daniel Wenke, Assistant Assessor, 
knowingly swore falsely to the July pay-roll 
of the Assessor’s office, I present the following 
resolution for the consideration of Councils 
as fully warranted by the facts.

Gentlkjibn : 

Your Committee, to wlilch was referred the 
matter of compromising the Penn Avenue 
liens, and all indebtedness incurred for the 
improvement of streets under and by author¬ 
ity of the Penn Avenue Acts and its several 
Supplements, have had the same under con- 
side'atlon, and owing to the magnitude of 
the amounts of said claims, have of necessity 
consumed much time in arriving at any con¬ 
clusion as to a proper and equitable basis on 
which to compromise. We found ourselves 
surrounded with so many questions of justice 
and equity that it seemed almost Impossible 
•to arrive at any solution that would not 
result to the detrimentoftheCity as a whole, 
or to any section or Individual taxpayer. 

We find that all these avenues were projec- 
Ud during a time when speculation ran riot; 
when there seemed no end to the develop¬ 
ment of our city. We all remember how easy 
It was to gel up plans of lots lying away out 
of reach, nave elegant and fine avenues laid 
out, and by judicious management have 
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Councils agree to the grading and paving, to 
be paid for in Installnoents. The projectors 
flrmly believing that they conld sell a 
cienl number of lots to repay them the origi¬ 
nal cost of the land and all expenses and im> 
provements. We now see the utter folly of 
such a course, but must keep in mind that 
our predecessors, by giving the sanc¬ 

tion of tlie city to these projects, committed 
to UR, their successors, all the evils under 
which our city lias labored during the past 
five or six years. We do not think it worth 
while to enter upon any criticism of the wis¬ 
dom of their acts, suffice it to know that upon 
appeal to the highest tribunal of the Slate, 
the (iebts incurred were made a part of the 
general debt of the City of Pittsbui^h, and we 
were compelled by due process of law to make 
provision for the interest on bonds issued lor 
street improvement, and have done so, and 
will be compelled so to do until the l^t farth¬ 
ing of principal and interest is paid. The 
question that we have to deal with Is not, 
shall the City of Pittsburgh pay the bonds, 
but can we compel the parties who petitioned 
for these improvements to pay the assess¬ 
ment against their property. On this ques¬ 
tion the Supreme Court of the State has left, 
us little ground to stand on. It has decided 
that the front foot mode ol assessmeutls con- 
irary to the Bill of Rights, and in the Seely 
case established the precedent that the city 
could not recover on liens made in pursuance 
of any such law—which decision has been 
twice affirmed since the Seely decision. In 
the Bldwell case they decided that the defend¬ 
ant was estopped, as he had petitioned and 
was one of the Commissioners under whom 
said improvements had been made. Your 
Committee feel that It is but proper and right 
that you should know that even under Ihis 
decision there is no certainty that the city 
could collect from those who stood by and 
saw these improvements made, but did not 
enter their protests against them. We find 
further, upon a careful examination of ilie 
petitions, that a very large majority of the 
properly holders did not sign any petition or 
take any part in the election of the commis¬ 
sioners. We also find that in the case of 
Stanton Avenue, no petition was necessary, 
and when petitions wore tiled and all things 
done in conformity to law, the property abut¬ 
ting will not under any circumstances pay 
thecostofimproverrents. TakeBrownsville 
Avenue, for instance; no sane man will for 
one moment entertain the thought that the 
time will ever arrive when the property 
fronting on that avenue will be worth the 
cost of the Improvements. In some cases the 
majority of front feet was not obtained. 
Neville Street, East End, is proof of this. We 
find then, so mnnyditttcnltles besetting us on 
every side, that we are forced to the conclu¬ 
sion that it will be impossible for the city to 
collect but a small portion of what is justly 
due it. 

The next question that must be considered 
is, Would It be Just or proper for the city to 


compel payment from those whose property 
is valuable enough to make it an ooject for 
the owner to make payment? We must look 
at this matter In the nature of a contract be¬ 
tween the city and the abuttors as a whole. 
The city gave Its consent to these improve¬ 
ments, with the assurance that the property 
fronting for a depth of one hundred and 
twenty feet would be able to make payments 
in twelve annual installments, but now, be¬ 
cause of the depreciation of real estate, many 
owners find it impossible to live up to their 
part of the contract, and would any court of 
justice compel the few with valuable property 
to make good their part, and be assessed to 
meet the shortcomings of their co-partners. 
The property that could be made to pay is 
that which is already assessed high, and now 
nays more than its justproportion oftazation. 
The proof of this Is the defenses of those from 
whom payments have been attempted to be 
made. Years of litigation and euuless costs 
must follow any general endeavor to collect 
by law. Your Committee have considered 
every possible phase of this question, and 
have been forced to the conclusion that the 
only feasible and proper manner to dispose 
of this matter Is by a judicious compromise. 

By adopting such a course the whole matter 
of street Improvement debis will forever be 
removed from the consideration of your hon¬ 
orable bodies. The city will realize sufficient 
money to materially reduce the debts of the 
city, and property now lying dormant will 
have new life infused into it and will find a 
market, thereby increasing its value and 
placing it in position to bear its Just share of 
general taxation. 

We append as part of this report schedules 
“A” and “B,” which give all the information 
obtainable as to the present condition of the 
improvement debts, the effect of the proposed 
compromise, and such data as will afford 
every member an opportunity of viewing this 
matter in all its various phases. While we 
cannot claim that our work is perfect, we ask 
a careful, deliberate and reasonable consider¬ 
ation of all the facts and data herewith trans¬ 
mitted, The subject is one of grave import¬ 
ance, and no sectional prejuiice should be 
permitted to warp the judgment of members. 
The future prosperity of our city depends on 
a speedy and just adjustment of the debts 
incurred for street improvements, and we feel 
confident in asserting tlmt within five years 
from the settlement of these difficulties we 
shall find the taxation reduced in the Old 
City and South Side, owing to the improve¬ 
ments that will be made In the East End 
when property has been released from these 
liens, and owners know what payments must 
be made to effect said release. 

Before closing our report we desire to ex¬ 
press our thanks for the valuable assistance 
afroi'de(bus by the officers of the city In col¬ 
lating much of the data necessary to make up 
the tables on which to base our calculations.

To the Common Ck>unc%l: 

Gicntlemen:— You have before you a 
resolution for the payment of a Judgment ob¬ 
tained by Wray <fe McFJheny, tor useof Ohas. 
Warmcastle, in the Common Pleas Court, 
amounting to over $19,000. As this claim was 
officially presented to me for settlement here¬ 
tofore, and payment refused, I think It advis¬ 
able to lay before you this day the reasons for 
so doing. 

For the purpose of protecting theclty treas¬ 
ury as far as possible against the schemes of 
contractorfl and the improvidence of city 
officials, the Legislature has passed laws defi¬ 
ning the process which must be followed to 
make the city responsible for claims. This 
excludes any other way of making tue city 
re^onslble. 

The claim now under consideration, when 
reduced to its elements, is a claim for extras. 
To test the legality of this claim, 1 here call 
your attention to the Act of Assembly of 10th 
March, 1872, an Act which Was in force when 
this contract was made, as follows; 

Section 1. All ordinances for the appropri¬ 
ation of money, and all resolutions or orders 
to enter into a contract whereby the city 
shall, or may, beconoe liable for the payment 
of money; all ordinances and resointious of a 
general or permanent character shall be fully 
and distinctly read on three different days iti 
the Council In which they originated, unless 
the rule shall be dispensed with by a vote of 
three-fourths of the members present In the 
Council In which the name may be pending, 
anu shall, when not otherwise provided, re¬ 
quire, for their final passage or adoption, the 
concurrence in each Council of a majority of 
the members present, and also of such num¬ 
ber of affirmative votes as shall equal two- 
fiflhs of the whole number of members elect¬ 
ed. All votes shall be taken viva voce or by 
standing, unless the yeas and nays shall be 
required by law, or demanded, and such de¬ 
mand sustained by at least one-tenth of the 
members present. 

On March 30,1874, the Water Committee re¬ 


ported to Councils that they had agreed to 
give Wray & McElhennv $2.50 per cubic yard 
for certain work alleged not to be in the con¬ 
tract. Hereto appended is the opinion of the 
City Attorney, declaring that these extras 
were illegal, as the work clearly came within 
Hie contract. 

I call your special attention to the fact that 
this recommendation of the WaterCommittee 
of the 30th of March, 1874. was never approved 
by Councils. The endorsement on the report 
is that it was “read and received and ordered 
to be filed.” To be approved under the exist¬ 
ing law at that time, it must have been read 
on three different days, unless the rules were 
suspended by a vote of three-fourtbs of the 
members present. As this was not done, 
under the law of 1872 the claims remain 
illegal. 

On May 23, 1874, another law, called the 
“Wallace Bill,” came into force, which pro¬ 
vided that all claims for extras must be 
approved by an ordinance. The section is as 
follows; 

"No ordinance shall be passed except by a 
two-thirds vote of both Councllsand approved 
by the Mayor, givlngany extra compensation 
to any public officer, servant, employe, agent 
or contractor, after services shall have been 
rendered or contract made, nor providing for 
payment of any claim against the city with¬ 
out previous authority of law; andany officer 
drawing any warrant or passing any voucher 
for the same, or paying the same, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction 
thereof be punished by a fine nob exceeding 
five thousand dollars, and imprisonment not 
exceeding one year.” 

I have here to repeat that never In one 
single instance has this claim for extras, or 
for “new classifications” (which was the trick 
or device it was clothed in) been approved as 
required by the law Just died, and it remains 
to-day, what It always was. an effort to get 
money illegally out of the City Treasury. If 
Councils shall now direct the payment of the 
Judgment rendered in Court of Common 
Pleas, while a righteous appeal is pending in 
the Supreme Court, the responsibility will 
rest with them. I have done rny wholeduty, 
in so far as I could, in resisting it. Much 
more could be said, but enough has been 
staled in this communication to place me 
right on the record.

Wray, contractors for the construction of 
Herron’s Hill Reservoir, for extra compensa¬ 
tion, cannot be entertained by the committee. 

The work done clearly comes within tne 
specifications in the contract under the head 
of “Loose Rock Excavations,” Sec, fl. Page 
12, and must be paid for as such at the price 
fixed by the contract. There was no increase 
of the amount of work called for by the origi¬ 
nal drawings, ami even if there had been, the 
committee, under paravraph 1. page 21, of 
contract, had ample power to make altera¬ 
tions in lines, grades, plans or dlmeusioDs of 
the work without giving to the contractor a 
claim for damages for anticipated profitor for 
an Increase of the price established for such 
work under contract.

To the Finance Committee: 

Gentlemen In the matter of theclaim of 
Chas. D. Warmcastle, assignee of Wray & Mc¬ 
Elheny, the following report is made at your 
request: 

Wray & McElheny entered into a contra^^t 
with the Water Commission for the construc¬ 
tion of Herron Hill Reservoir, wherein the 
work to be done was classified and the price 
to be paid therefor fixed. The contract also 
provided that the Commission should have 
authority to allow for extra work done upon 
tlje written order of the Engineer. By virtue 
of this authority the Commission and the 
Water Extension Committee, its successor, 
allowed extra work in classifications outside 


of those contained in the original contract as 
waste material^ extra hard material and bor- 
rowed materialt and fixed the price to be paid 
for each. 

Estimates were made from time to time in 
accordance with the original and new classi¬ 
fication, which with the final estimate were 
all approved by the Water Commission and 
Committee. 

The action of the Water Commission and of 
the Water Extension Committee in allowing 
extra work and its partial and final estimates 
were all approved by Councils, not liowever 
in the manner and form required by the Act 
of Assembly. There was no dispute as to the 
quantities of work done by the contractor, 
and hence in the trial of the action against 
the city the only questions which arose were 
questions of law, viz: first, whether lor extra 
work thecontractor should have had the writ¬ 
ten order of the Engineer, as required by the 
contract; and second, whether the action of 
the Commission and Committee should nave 
been approved by Councils in the manner 
and form required by the Act of Assembly in 
such case made and provided. 

In answering these points the Court held: 
First, That tlie provisions of the contract 
requiring the written order of the Engineer 
for extra work was merely directory and tliat 
the work having been ordered by the Com¬ 
mittee and the Engineer, the contractor was 
entitled to bis pay upon the estimates of the 
Committee. 

That the answer to the first point was an 
answer to the second, in that the city being 
liable upon the estimates of the Committee, 
It was not necessary to have any approval of 
the action or estimates of the Committee by 
Councils, and the Court thereupon directed 
the jury to find a verdict for the amount 
shown to be due the contractor by the final 
estimate of the Water Committee. 

The case was taken to the Supreme Court 
at the request of the City Controller, to have 
the question raise^l iu the Court below passed 
upon by that Court, 

While the questions in the case do not seem 
to me to be entirely free from doubt, I can 
not advise you certainly that the city has a 
defense.

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted by 
the City of Pittsburgh In Select and Common 
Councils assembled,and it is liereby ordained 
and enacted by the authority of the same, 
That for the purpose of providing suftlcient 
revenue to meet the ordinary expenses of the 
city, to pay the Interest on outstanding bonds 
and to discliarge all other UabiJities now due, 
or wliicli may become payable during said 
year 1880, taxes shall be and are hereby 
levied and assessed upon all property, and 
other objects of taxation as follows: 

City Taa:—Upon all property taxable for 
state or county purposes, tweuty-six mills 
upon each dollar of valuation, except the 
propertyln said city designated as rural upon 
which the tax shall be assessed at two-thirds 
of said rate, and upon all property designated 
as agricultural, the tax shall be assessed at 
one-half of »ald rate, and one-quarter of one 
mill of said city tax is hereby specially set 
apart for Sinking Fund purposes. 

Old City Special Tax—Upon all property tax¬ 
able for state or county purposes within the 
limits of the City of Pittsbuigh, as It existed 
prior to the consolidation, under the act of 
April, 1867, eight-tenths of one mill upon each 


dollar of valuation as a special fax for the 
separate indebtedness of said district. 

South Side Special iTax—Upon all property

Upon the actual yearly sales of each and 
every person or firm engaged in tlie business 
or occupation of an auctioneer, twomlJls upon 
each dollar of said sales. 

Upon the gross commission or brokage of 
all merchandise brokers, forwarding and 
commission merchants, not including com¬ 
missions on sales, fifteen mills on each dol¬ 
lar of said commissions. 

Upon the average line of discounts of brok¬ 
ers, banks and baukiug instUuilons, one mill 
on each dollar. 

Upon the gross receipts of express compan¬ 
ies, telegraph and telephone companies, three 
mills upon each dollar of said receipts. 

Upon the gross receipts of persons engaged 
in the business of keeping billiard tables, 
ten pin alley.s, o^• bagatelle table for 
public use, fifteen mills upon each dollar of 
said receipts. 

That for the purpose of defraying the inter¬ 
est on bonds, and for sinking fund purposes 
of the sub-school districts in the several 
wards of the City of Pittsburgh, there shall 
be levied on all property taxable for state or 
county purposes, upon each dollar of valua¬ 
tion in said several wards, the tax rate affixed 
to each designated sub-school district named 
in the estimate of receipts lu this ordinance, 
except the property in said wards designated 
rural, upon whici» tiie tax shall be assessed at 
two-thirds of said rate, and upon all property 
designated in said wards as agricultural, the 
tax shall be asses-sed at one-half of said rate. 

Section 2. And at the above rates the 
Board of Assessors .shall assess said taxes. 












Sections. The Water Assessor shall as¬ 
sess water rents by the schedule of water 
rents for the year 1878. 

Section 4. That the amount necessary to 
pay the Interest on the separate indebtedness 
of the old city, the South Side boroughs shall 
be taken fiorn the receipts from the special 
taxes of the districts aforesaid, and placed in 
Appropriation No. 1 on which warrants shall 
bedrawn for all interest accruing or accrued 
on the debts of said districts respectively.

Section 1. Belt ordained and enacted by 
the City of Pittsburgh in Select and Common 
Councils assembled, and It is liereby ordained 
and enacted by the authority of the same, 
That for tiie purpose of providing sufficient 
revenue to meet the ordinary expenses of the 
city, to pay the interest on outstanding bonds 
and to discharge all other liabilities now due, 
or which may become payable during said 
year 1880, taxes shall be and are liereby 
levied and assessed upon all property, and 
other oljjects of taxation as follows: 

CiYj/ Taz—Upon all property taxable for 
stale or county purposes, twenty-four and 
six-tenths rn Ills upon each dot lar ofval ual Ion, 
except the properi.vin said elty designated as 
rural upon whfcli the tax siiall be assessed at 
two-thirds of said rate, and upon all property 
designated as agricultural, the tax shall be 
assessed at one*half of said rate, and one- 
quarter of one mill of said city tax Is hereby 
specially set apart fnrSinking Fund purposes. 

Old Oily Special Toa;—Upon all property tax¬ 
able for stale or county purposes within the 
limits of the City of Pittsburgh, as it existed 
prior to the consolidation, under the act of 
April, 1867, eight-tenths of one mill upon each 
dollar of valuation as a special tax for the 
separate indebtedness of said district. 

South Side Special Zhz—Upon all property 
taxable for state or county purposes within 
the limits of the former borough of East Bir¬ 
mingham, two andone-half mills: Mt. Wash¬ 
ington, one and one-tenth mills; Temper- 
ancevflle, three mills, and four mills lo pay 
annual Installments on bonds Issued since 
consolidation, for grading and paving Main 
street, in said borough. 

Upon all goods, wares and merchandise, 
and upon all articles of trade and commerce 
sold in said city in any manner, and upon 
the gross receipts accruing from the hire or 
use of any personal property In said city, not 
herein otherwise provided for, one and one- 
half mills upon each dollar of sales or hire. 

Upon all salesof goods, wares and merchan¬ 
dise, and articles of trade or commerce sold 
by commission merchants in sah! city, one 
and one-half mills upon each dollar of said 
sales. 

Upon the actual yearly sales of each and 
every person or firm engaged In the trade, 
business oroccupation of retailing for his, her 
or their benefit vinous, fermented ordlstllled 
liquors, ten mills on each dollar of said sales. 

Upon the actual yearly sales of each and 
every person or firm engaged in tlie business 
or occupation ofaoauctioneer, twomiils upon 
each dollar of said sales. 

Upon tlie gross commission or brokage of 
all merchandise brokers, forwarding and 
commission merchants, not including com-* 












missions on sales, fifteen mills on each dol¬ 
lar of said commissions. 

Upon the average line of discounts of brok¬ 
ers, banks and baukiug institutions, one mill 
on each dollar. 

Upon the gross receipts of express compan¬ 
ies, telegraph and telephone companies,three 
mills upon each dollar of said receipts. 

Upon the gross receipts of persons engaged 
In the business of keeping billiard tables, 
ten pin alleys, o • bagatelle tables for 
public use, fifteen mills upon each dollar of 
said receipts. 

That for the purpose of defraying the inter • 
est on bonds, and for sinking fund purposes 
of the sub-school districts In the several 
wards of the City of Pittsburgh, there shall 
be levied on all property taxable for state or 
county purposes, upon each dollar of valua¬ 
tion in said several wards, the tax rate affixed 
to each designated sub-school district named 
in the estimate of receipts in this ordinance, 
except the property in said waids designated 
rural, upon which (he tax shall be assessed at 
t.wo-tlilids of said rate, and upon ail property 
designated In said wards as agricultural, the 
tax shall be assessed at one-balf of said rate. 

Section 2. And at the above rates the 
Board of Assessors sitall assess said taxes. 

Sections. I'he Water Assessor sliall as¬ 
sess Water rents by the schedule of water 
rents for the year 1878. 

Section 4. Tiiat the amount necessary to 
pay the interest on the separate indebtedness 
of the old city, the South Side boroughs shall 
be taken f.om tlie receipts from the special 
taxes of the districts aforesaid, and placed in 
Appropriation No. 1 on wlilch warrants shall 
beclrawn forali Interest accruing or accrued 
on the debts of said districts respectively. 

Section 5, That the balance of said re¬ 
ceipts from said special taxes (after payment 
of Interest), shall be paid into a sinking fund 
for the district from which ills collected, and 
shall be used for the payment of the special 
debt Of said district. 

Section 6. Schedule A of Appropriation 
No. Judgments, and Schedule B No, ll,De- 
flclencies, tiereto attached are hereby made a 
part hereof. 

Section 7, That the revenue of said city 
for the year 1880, arising from the taxes, loans, 
and all other sources,together with aoy mon¬ 
eys in the treasury, not otherwise appropri¬ 
ated, are hereby appropriated for the follow¬ 
ing purposes:

W, B. Neglej/, Dear Sir—Coinciding, 

as I do with the views expre88e<l by you at 
the last meeting of your Committee, on the 
subject of the mTlIage to be charged this year 
for city puposes, I sincereiy-iTust you will not 
let the inaiier(rest here, but will fight this 
enormous assessmentas long as there is hope 
for a change. The people of Pittsburgl) are 
not able to pay (his heavy taxvdtiBt'emerKing. 
as they are, from a long depression in every 
branch of business, they have not sufficiently 
recovered ffom their losses to be able to stand 
this heavy drain. Nor is It at all necessary 
that the bonds falling due should be paid. 
Not one of the holders of those bonds but 
would gladly accept a new long bond at 5 or 
at most 6 per cent., and I am fully persuaded 
from what lsee every day. that if a loan at 5 
per cent, lor twenty or thirty year? was put 
upon the market, it would be taken at once. 
Of course, all running expenses, fioating debt, 
interest, itA, might to be provided for, but 
loans becoming due, might easily be left to 
the next generation to pay, and the city will 



grow up to it. 1 know the argument used for 
a levy to pay this debt is, that it will 
strengthen our credit abroad. To this I would 
say, we don’t need to go abroad for money. 
There are hundreds of thousands of dollars 
lying idle in our banks seeking inveslment, 
and there is a very large amount of govern¬ 
ment 4s, which at the present price, $106>^, 
would be Sold for a better paying investment. 
In proof of this, I would refer you to the 
wonderful success of our late county loan, 
the last Joan of 850(i,000 being sold at a pre- 
miam of 2 per cent., and not a dollar of It can 
now be had at a less price than 103 and ac¬ 
crued interest. The temporary loan bonds 
Issued during the last year, ure now selling at 
103, and the Penn avenue and other strc^et 
bonds command from 101 to 108, according to 
the lime they have to run, so as to make 
them nearly a 6 per cent. bond. And all ihls 
in tl>e face of the fact that the city of Pills* 
burgh, two y^ars ago, refused to pay the in¬ 
terest on these bonds. 

From my standpoint, which you know is 
very favorable for the knowledge of this sub¬ 
ject, I do not hesitate to say that $000,o00 or 
$1,000,000 of 5 per cent. ^ year bonds could be 
sold at par in a week, and a 6 per Ccut. bond 
would command a premium 

I feel parUcularly Interested in this matter, 
as this insiltuiiou has the management of 
the estates of several orpliun children, wliose 
Income will be sadly limited If compelled to 
pay this onerous tax.. 

I will mention oneof them. Theestale con¬ 
sists of thirteen small houses on an alley, 
which bring $15 p»*r month, when occupied, 
and seven acres of land in East Liberty, on 
wliich is a very pobr iiouse, the property 
being at present unoccupied, the nomiiial 
rent being $300 per annum. Owing to delin¬ 
quent and runaway tenants, vacant houses, 
die.,the whole amount received In 1879 for the 
rent of these tenements whs $1,517. Of this 
amount 1 paid out $784 for taxes; for insur¬ 
ance and repairs, $316.80. leaving tor support 
of the family, $416.20, which, as you will al¬ 
low, Is a very small income from an estate 
worth $50,000, This year the taxes assessed 
are much higher; will be over $1,000, and if 
we have no better luck with tenants than 
last year, the estate will be iu debt at the end 
of the year. How much better to give these 
orphan children tlieir little pittance than to 
force them t v assist in paying a debt wiiich 
they had no hand In contracting. 

It will be said that the county Is In better 
credit than the city. This I admit, but the 
reason is very palpable. The officers of the 
C'»un!y (with all due deference to the City 
Councils), have been managed with some re¬ 
gard to system, but after all there is no very 
good reason for this preference, as the heav¬ 
iest part of the county t^ix is paid by the city. 

If you think these lacts and figures of aliy 
value to you in your future deliberations on 
this subject, you are at liberty to use them as 
you may think proper.

mon Council having struck from the Appro¬ 
priation ordinance, the provision for paying 
the bonded indebtedness coming due this 
year, without having supplanted that action 
by the necessary appropriations required by 
law, I beg leave to call your attention to the 
Fourth and Seventh sections of the Act of 
April, 1874, hereto appended. 

The temporary loan of $141,000 not having 
been in existence in 1874, must be provided 
for under the Refunding Act of 1879. Both 
Acts require appropriations for Sinking F'uiid 
purposes.

See. 4. * * * The corporate authori¬ 
ties ♦ * ♦ * * shall, before is¬ 

suing any obligation therefor,assess and levy 
an annual tax, the collection whereof shall 
commence the first year after the said in¬ 
crease, which lax shall be equal to at least 
eight per centum of the amount of .such in¬ 
creased debt, and which shall be sufficient for 
and be applied exclusively to the payment of 
the interest and the principal of such debt, 
within a period not exceeding thirty years 
from the dale of such Increase; and the mon¬ 
eys arising from such lax shall be applied 
annually, and as fastas thesameaccumulates, 
to the redemption, at par, of the said outstand¬ 
ing obligations. 

Sec. 7. That the existing indebtedness of 
any such municipality evidenced by out¬ 
standing bonds or certificates of indebtedness 
heretofore issued, may be provid* d for as the 
same shall mature, by a re-issue of bonds or 
certificates of indebtedness to the holders of 
said outstanding bonds or certificates, or by 
the issue and sale at not less than par of new 
bonds or certificates; and the present floating 
indebtedness of any such municipality, may 
be funded by the issue and sale at not less 
than par of bonds or certificates of indebted¬ 
ness in sums not less than one hundred dol¬ 
lars each; 

Provided, That no such bonds or certificates 
shall be Issued fora longer period than thirty 
years from the date thereof; and it shall be 
the duty of the proper corporate authoritici 
of such municipality to provide for the pay¬ 
ment of principal and interest of all such 
bonds, in the manner pointed out in the 
Fourth section of this Act.

Tfie Ho'^pitai expenses during 1879. were 
51,657.00. The average expenses for the past 
five years was $2,650 00. It is Impossible to 
estimate properly regarding this item, as it 
depends entirely upon circumstances. If tlie 
city shouUl be visited by smallpox to any ex¬ 
tent, as some of the eastern cities aie now 
threatened, the running expenses would of 
course be much larger. It is necessary to have 
It always ready for occupancy, as it may be 
needed at any moment. 

The general expenses during 1879, including 
removai of dead animals, printing and sta¬ 
tionery, advertising, office expenses, Ac., 
amounted to 5l,80i).()(l. Some extra printiug 
■will be needed during the coiningyear, which 
will likely increase tlie above amount to at 
least $2,000.00.

Aside from this very important work of in¬ 
spection 2,923 deaths, 1,400 marriages, and 
4,500 births were recorded in compliance with 
law, the importance of which it is scarcely 
necessary to refer to. 

All of the foregoing duties, and many more 
which might be referred to, are imposed upon 
this Board by the several Acts of A* sembiy 
relating thereto, the fulfillmentof which will 
necessitate at least the amount of money 
asked for, and any reduction would very 
seriously cripple t. Js Board in Us honest en¬ 
deavors to fully carry out the objects of its 
creation. 


In reference lo the Inspectors In the em¬ 
ploy of this Ho^rd, we may sav that they are 
eonseiencious, imnest and painstaking men. 

Complaints have frequently been made by 
persons who evidently do not understand tlie 
duMcs imposed upon the IiiKpectors.oruppre- 
ciate the importance and necessity of sanitary 
iiispecMon, of tJie expense incurred by tiiis 
system, and who claim that the work, if nec¬ 
essary at all, could be better performed and 
at less expense by tlie members of the police 
force. To such we would say. that the duties 
of the police are sufticienMy onerous ami 
varied. If properly performed, to occupy their 
entire lime, and all that could be expected of 
I hem would be to report such isolated cases 
of infringement of the healtli laws as iniglit 
come under their observation, or be reported 
to them by citizens. 'As to complaints of 
nuisances, it may be interesting to such per¬ 
sons to know tiiat of the whole number of 
nuisances visited and abated during tiieyear, 
less than 1,000 were complained of at this 
office, the balance having been found by the 
Di.spectors while making their tours for that 
purpose.) Aside from this but little couhi be 
done by the police, {is their duties do not often 
call them to the localities where disease pro¬ 
ducing causes most abound. More tlian tills, 
sanitary Inspection must be regarded as si 
specialty, and can be performed succefe.sfoJly 
only by persons who have by constant study 
and experience fitted themselves for that 
duty. Its great importance should forever 
prevent its being placed In the hand« of inex¬ 
perienced persona. Besides, liie plan pro¬ 
posed has been tried in many other cities, 
and la almost universally condemned as be¬ 
ing impracticable, for the reasons above stat¬ 
ed, and on account of the police engaged in 
the performance of that duty not being under 
the exclusive control of the sanitary authori¬ 
ties.

the following reason: 

The ordinance was finally passed by Coun¬ 
cils on the 2llh of February, and wasmessaged 
to the Mayoron the 28th of February. The Act 
of Assem bly, generally known as the Wallace 
Act, provides; 

“Every legislative act of the Councils shall 
be by resolution or ordinance, and every or¬ 
dinance or resolution, except as hereinafter 
provided, shall, before It takes effect, be pre¬ 
sented, duly engrossed and certiflea, to the 
Mayor for hlsapproval.” 

The Mayor shall sign said resolution or or¬ 
dinance, if he approve It, or return the same 
to the branch of Councils wherein such reso¬ 
lution or oi'dlnanceoriglnated,t^i7Am<e?idoi/«, 
or al the next meeting of Councils after ten days 
have expired, if he does not approve it, with 
the reason therefor, and if thereupon each 
branch of Councils pass the same, within live 
days of such veto, by a vote of three-fifths of 
all the members elected to each branch, it 
shall become eflfectlve as though the Mayor 


had signed the same. Itshall equally become 
effective if be should neglect to return the 
same within such ten days.” 

The first meeting of Councils after the pass¬ 
age of the bill was on the 8th of March, or nine 
daysafter the transmission ot the bill. Under 
the law, iherefore, the Mayor had the ordin¬ 
ance in his charge until the next meeting of 
Councils after ten days expired, or until the 
meeting of to-day (March 29th/. 

The Act of March 19th, 1872, “An Act. to pre¬ 
scribe the mode of adopting or recording or¬ 
dinance &c.,” provides that “Any ordinance 
which shall not be so recorded and published 
within thirty days after the same shall have 
been finally passed, shall be null and void.” 

The Mayor returned the ordinance to-day 
wlthonr. his signature. 

The thirty days provided for recording and 
publlshlngthe bill elapsed yeBterday,and the 
bill is therefore, null and void.

By an Act of Assembly, entitled 
‘‘An Act authorizing cities of the second class 
In this Commonwealth to increase their in¬ 
debtedness the sum of three liundred thous¬ 
and dollars, for use in the construction of new 
water works,” approved the 22d day of March, 
A, D. 1877, it is provldeo that the Councils of 
cities of the second class shall be and they are 
hereby authorized to increase the indebted¬ 
ness of said cities of the second class Cbe sum 
of three hundred thousand dollars, and for 
that purpose to issue the bonds of said cities 
in such deDorninations as the said Council 
shall determine, for a period not exceeding 
thirty years, and bearing interest at a rate 
not exceeding six per centum, provided, that 
the proceeds of said loan shall he used In the

cents per ton for each ton measurement, and 
those arriving and departing weekly two and 
one-half cents per ton for each ton measure¬ 
ment, and those arriving and departing more 
than once a week one cent per ton for each ton 
measurement, excepting those whose rates 
are hereinafter specified. Tow boats, not re¬

A n ORDINANCE— Levying taxes, assess¬ 
ing water rents, and making appropria¬ 
tions for the fiscal year, beginning February 
1st, 1880. 

SeotioxI. Be it ordained and enacted by 
the City of Pittsburgh, in Select and Common 
Councils assembled, and it is hereby ordain¬ 
ed and enacted by the authority of the same, 
That for the purpose of providing sufficient 
revenue to meet the ordinary expenses of the 
city, to pay the interest on outstandingbonds 
and to discharge all other liabilities now due. 
or which may become payable during said 
year, 1880, taxes shall be and are hereby levied 
and assessed upon ail property and otlier ob¬ 
jects of taxation as follows: 

City Taa:—Upon all property taxable for 
State or County purposes, 21 mills upon each 
dollar of valuation, except the property In 
said city designated as rural, upon which the 
lax shall be assessed at two thirds of said rate, 
and upon all property designated as agrlcul- 
ral, the tax shall be assessed atone-half of said 
raie, and one-quarler of one mill of said city 
lax is hereby specially set apart for Sinking 
Fund purposes. 

Old City Special Tax—Vpon all property tax¬ 
able for Slate or County purposes, within the 
limits of the City of Pittsburgh, as it existed 
prior to the consolidation under the Act of 
April, 1867, eight-tenths of one mill upon each 
dollar of valuation as a special tax for the 
separate indebtedness of said district. 

South Side Special Taa;—Upon all property 
taxable for Stale or County purposes, wltliin 
the limits of the former borough of East Bir¬ 
mingham two and one-half mills; Mt. Wash¬ 
ington one and one-tenth mills; Temperance- 
vilie three mills, and four mills to pay 
annual Installments on bonds issued since 
consolidation for grading and paving Main 
street In said borough. 

Upon all goods, wares and merchandise and 
upon all articles of trade and commerce sold 
ill said city iu any manner, and upon the gross 
receipts accruing from the hire or use of any 
personal property in said city, not herein 
otherwise provided for, one and one* lia If mills 
upon each dollar of sales or hire. 

Upon all sales of goods, wares and merchan¬ 
dise, and articles of trade or commerce sold 
by commission merchants in said city, one 
and one-half mills upon each dollar of said 
sales. 

Upon the actual yearly sales of each and 
every person or firm engaged in the trade 
business, or occupation of retailing for his, 
her or their benefit vinous, fermented or dis¬ 
tilled liquors, ten mills on each dollar of said 
sales. 

Upon the actual yearly sales of each and 
every person or firm engaged in the business 


or occupation of an auctioneer, two mills upon 
each dollar of said sales. 

Upon the gross commission or brokage of 
all merchandise brokers, forwurdlug and 
commission merchants, not including com¬ 
missions on sales, fifteen mills on eacii dollar 
of said commissions. 

Upon the average line of discounts of brok¬ 
ers, banks and banking institutions, one mill 
on each dollar. 

Upon the gross receipts of express compa¬ 
nies, telegraph and telephone companies, 
three mills upon each dollar of said receipts. 

Upon the gross receipts of persons engaged 
In the business of keeping billiard tables, ten¬ 
pin alleys, or bagatelle tables for public use 
fifteen mills upon each dollar of said receipts. 

That for thepurposeof defraying tlie Interest 
on bonds,and forslnkingfundpurposesofthe 
sub-school districts in the several wards of 
the City of Pittsburgh, there shall be levied 
on all property taxable for State or County 
purposes upon each dollar of valuation In 
said several wards the tax rate affixed to each 
designated sub-school district named In the 
estimate of receipts lu this ordinance, except 
the property in said wards designated rural, 
upon which the tax shall be assessed at two- 
thirds of said rate, and upon all property 
designated in said wards as agricultural, the 
tax shall be assessed at one-half of said rate. 

Sec. 2. And at the above rates the Board of 
Assessors shall assess said taxes. 

Sec. 3. The Water Assessor shall assess 
water rents by the schedule of water rents for 
the year 1878. 

Sec. 4. That the amount necessary to pay 
the interest on the separate indebtedness of 
the old city, the Soutli Side boroughs shall be 
taken from the receipts from the special taxes 
ofthe districts aforesaid and placed in Appro¬ 
priation No. 1, on which warrants shall be 
drawn for all interest accruing or accrued on 
the debts of said districts respectively. 

Sec 5. Tliat the balance of said receipts 
from said special taxes (after payment of in¬ 
terest) shall be paid Into a sinking fun d for 
the district from which it is collected . and 
shall be use 1 for the payment of the special 
debt of said district.
